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A RESOLUTION honoring National Pi Day.

WHEREAS, the Greek letter Pi is the symbol for the ratio of the circumference of a
circle to its diameter; and

WHEREAS, Pi is a recurring constant that has been studied throughout history, and
is essential to a deeper understanding of mathematics and engineering; and

WHEREAS, in the Commonwealth of Kentucky and across this nation, science,
technology, engineering, and mathematics are essential tools for a knowledge-based
society; and

WHEREAS, Pi can be approximated as 3.14, and thus March 14 is an appropriate
day to honor this essential number; and

WHEREAS, this body honors National Pi Day on March 14, 2018, and recognizes
the importance of Pi as a symbol in mathematics as well as its overarching significance in
our daily lives;

NOW, THEREFORE,
Be it resolved by the House of Representatives of the General Assembly of the
Commonwealth of Kentucky:

=» Section 1. The members of the House of Representatives, both individually and
collectively, honor National Pi Day, and recognize the importance of STEM-based
education initiatives here in our Commonwealth.

=» Section 2. When the House of Representatives adjourns this day, it does so in
honor of National Pi Day.
